J. D. Armstrong, 
6-0, 230, heads the backers from his middle position and receives help on the 
outside from transfer Bill Merritt, 5-10, 210, and letferman Gary Marvine, 6-2, 
210, Jonathan Douglas, the "Waterbug," mans a new position for the opener, 
making the move from quarterback to defensive back. 

Defensive coach Jerry Cullen stated that the pride and enthusiasm of the 
squad could make them tough as the year goes on. FHS fans hope that the 
pride and enthusiasm start today and carries on until the end of the year when 
football fortunes will at FHS again be on the winning side.

Jim Birnbaum, a junior from WaKeeney, last year 
paced the Fort Hays State track team in the National 
Association of intercollegiate Athletics track meet in 
Billings, Mont., by capturing the 3,000 meter steeple- 
chase title, Birnbaum toured the course In 9:16. 

For the last two years, Birnbaum has been a 
member of the FHS track and cross country teams. Last 
season besides his national championship, Birnbaum 
copped the Rocky Mountain Athletic Conference Pfains 
Division in the steeplechase running the course in 
9:34. In this meet, he also took third place in the three 
mile run in a time of 14:46. 

In the RMAC championships, Birnbaum again 
headed the field in the steeplechase in a time of 
9:37.5, In the three mile run, he managed a fifth place 
finish with a 15:24.9. 

As a cross country man, Birnbaum took first place 
in the FHS-Kearney State dual meet, completing the 
four mile run in 21:19, In the RMAC cross country 
championships, Birnbaum was 14th in a time of 27:03, 
while at the Nationals he finished 32nd, 

Birnbaum returns to FHS this season and is ex- 
pected to be one of the main cogs in Head Coach Alex 
Francis' cross country and track machine.

Birth of New Athletic Conference 

The birth of the Great Plains Athletic Conference actually came with the 
reorganizing of the reorganized Rocky Mountain Athletic Conference which 
was born in 1969. The GPAC, which begins competition in the football season 
of 1972, is made up of the members of the Plains Division of the old 15-mem- 
ber RMAC 

The Mountain Division of the old RMAC retained the same teams as well 
as the name of the conference. Both new conferences will continue to operate 
under the direction of Commissioner Harry B. (Doc) Kinseley. The commission- 
er's office remains in Denver at 1423 South Garfield (telephone: 303-756-6311. 
zip code 80210). 

The only real difference between the new set-up and the old is that win- 
ners in the two conferences will not play for an overall title as they did In the 
division set-up, and sports involving conference meets (e,g. wrestling, track, 
etc.) will no longer involve all fifteen schools of the old RMAC. 

The main cause for the new GPAC was the growing expense of running 
college athletic programs. The travel involved in the RMAC was causing ex- 
penses that were beyond the means of most of The member schools. 

Fort Hays State competes in eight of the nine GPAC sports. FHS dropped 
its swimming program some years ago, but there is talk of reviving if after 
the new HPER fteldhouse and pool are completed. While FHS does compete in 
gymnastics, the conference does not provide competition in that sport,
